Has Steady Growth 


A boon to 850 dairy farmers near 
Camas and Washougal, a successful 
business enterprise to Its 110 stock- 
holders, and the maker of the finest 
dairy product in the Clark county mar- 
ket, Bead Island butter—that, in short, 
is the Farmers’ Co-operative creamery 
of Camas. Organized In 1913 the co- 
operative steadily grew until in 1928 it 
was necessary to reorganize, borrow 
$11,000, bulld a new structure and buy 
new equipment. 

The following year the new building 
was erected, and four years later $2000 
more was borrowed to obtain cheese 
equipment. Last year saw the business 
completely out of debt. 


‘The creamery has been running at 
capacity, making 30,000 pounds of but- 
ter and 17,000 pounds of cheese per 
month. A new vat and press has dou- 
bled the cheese capacity, and the plant 
is making double the butter made Inst 
year, 

Dividends each year are 6 per cent, 
amounting to $1100. Bonuses paid to 
shippers for milk and cream last year 
totaled $2600.

With the opening of the Camas-Wa- 
shougal Recreation March 12, Camas 
took another step forward as such a 
place for recreation hak long been 
needed. The sport of bowling was orlg- 
inated in Holiand more than 200 
years ago and has been gaining in 
popularity continually since, until now 
It is the chief indoor pastime of Amer- 
jena, outstripping all other sports com- 
bined. There are now more than 12,- 
000,000 bowlers in America and the 
number fs Increasing rapidly.

Lupton’s ‘Operate Modern 
Milk Pasteurizing Plant 


Work of pasteurizing milk, a recent 
innovation by the United Dairies, can 
be viewed any evening in the rear of 
Lupton’s in Camas, where dalrymen 
bring their milk every evening and 
Pick it up for distribution the next 
morning. Strict sanitation and assur- 
ance of fine flavor are the key words 
of the process, for after the milk is 
placed In a receiving vat, it never 
leaves the protecting cover of siain- 
less steel until it Is bottled. 

From the receiving vat the milk is 
thoroughly filtered Into the pasteuriz- 
ing vat, a double boiler affair with a 
steam jacket which gradually raises 
the temperature of the milk to 144 de- 
grees and holds it there for 30 
minutes. This temperature is high 
enough to destroy most of the harm- 
ful bacteria in the milk, yet not high 
enough to destroy the flavor. 

W. B. Lupton started business In 
Camas ip February, 1932, and in Octo- 
ber, 1935, moved Into his present loca- 
tion. A year later the candy kitchen 
was odded and last fall the pasteuriz- 
Ing plant was built. Mr. Lupton makes 
all his own Ice cream, sometimes hav- 
ing as many as 27 flavors at one time. 
He also makes his candies, chocolates, 
syrups, flavorings and fruit preserves. 
This year he will put up all his fruits 
for his \ce cream, freeze them and 
have fresh fruits all year long.
